for certain about the celebrated railroad 
aw of Wisconsin, and about railroad lo- 
jislntiou and management in general, 
••oijld'oot Jo belter than look up a few 
back numbers of the Now York yation. 
That periodical is a standard critic of 
qovernmeutal affairs—at least it is "way 
np" on the score of ability and especially 
candor. In the issue of the 8th inst., 
there is a deal of practical information 
respecting the Potter law—not detailed 
features of the enactment, but the his- 
tory of how and why the measure be- 
came a law at all, is well stated in this 
number, and the comments thereon are 
worthy of careful consideration. 


The \ntion does not think much of 


the law, and a great deal less of the au- 
thor o f it, but concludes that there should 
be certain legislation resp'ecting the gov- 
ernment of railroads, and throws out th 
following suggestions: 


As regards the work which the Stat 


might and ought properly to do for the 
regulation of railroads, under any theprj 
of railroad property, we may mention 
the following, as at least, some of th 
duties which plainly derive on it: (« 
Tiie provision of a regular system o 
railroad bookkeeping, to which all rail 
roads should be compelled to adhere, dc 
parture from which should bo treated a 
criminal fraud, and with which the pub 
lie could make itself familiar, so as t 
prevent the concealment of the real con 
dition of the road by peculiar modes o 
crediting and c-hnrging, which are now 
fertile mode of deception; (.^compel- 
ling the publication of the accounts Wins 
'keirt at stated intervals, •nith the work- 
ing expenses and net receipts stated un- 
der oath; (c) the registry of all iailroad 
contracts in books accessible to the pub- 
lic, and tiie, prohibition as criminal ot all 
interest of directors in such contracts; 
(.iH the prohibition of all discrimination 
in favor of individuals or linns and the 
granting of free passes; (c) the examina- 
tion in discrimination of charges by com- 
petent person-) for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether it is justifiable on busi' 
ness giounds, without regard, however, 
to its aspect in the liijht of "eternal jus- 
tice"; (O the provision of increased 
protection for the minority, by making 
the votes of a larger number of pharos 
than a bare majority necessary for the 
authorization of certain designated acts; 
and the curtailment of the arbita:y pow- 
er of the president. 


Of course, if the State undertook to iix 


a maximum of profits, it would have to 
see, by some system of inspection, that 
the surplus was really applied to lower- 
in" lates and improving accommodation. 
We do not pretend that there is auy*Uaig 
erv oripinJ or complete in the above 
i"«cslious. We throw them out sim- 
ly as illustrations of the kind of work 
aere isforstatesnientoilointhis "trans- 
ortation problem," and as reasons why 
entlemen "who live in counties which 
o not possess a railroad, and who are 
aid to be without experience in railroad 
matters," like the eminent Potter of 
Viscousin, should, to use a bit of pohti- 
al slang, "take a back seat in the rear 
ir."
